The records. of 
the Gospels were not made until a number of years after the 
incidents, and even then were written in accordance with 
the preconceptions of the writers. May we suggest that 
our correspondent peruse “Psychic Researach in the New 
Testament” by Bis ЛГ. Powell (1/-), in which Mr. Powell, as 
a student of the Greek text, puts forward an interesting 
hypothesis which is generally accepted by Spiritualists. 
Dr. Powell says (page 12): “We are told (R.V.) that Peter 
beheld the napkin (rather the handkerchief) that was upon 
His head, not lying with the linen cloths, but rolled up iy 
a place by itself." ‘Phe Greek word used is derived from the 
hump on a porters shoulder. “We should thercfore read 
that the handkerchief which had been placed over the face 
of Jesus was not lying with the linen cloths, but humped up 
(or cushioned up) in a place by itself.

sacret features which jt had once covered." Dr Powell 
concludes: “This is a definite inference that the body of 
Jesus had been dematerialdised by powerlul spirits in the 
same way as powerful spirits are able to materialise a tem- 
porary body."
